XHE preiAeditatecl delenninatiott of the Mana^^ 
of the African Institution to petsiAt in deluding th6 
Nation ; and the conflummate cunning- with which 
their ol^ect ii punned, has obliged me to glVt a, 
P(}8t8cript to my " Reply Point by Pimt." 

- The Annual Meeting of the Institution was poat> 
poned fWim the S5th of March to thd ISth of April, 
When their Nintii, &nd their Special Report* wert 
read, and ordered to be printed. The latter ap- 
peared in about six weeks, tod I replied to it ftilly ; 
the former Vras kept back fife months, and not 
^ven to the Public, until three weeks after my 
Reply had been published, obviously with the hope 
^t their misrepresentations, concerning the treat- 
ment of the captured NegrOes, might escape detec* 
lion. 

I had declared that the ol^eet of my origm&l Pub* 
B 
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lication vras to instigate open^ full, and impartial en- 
quiry into the conduct pursued at Sierra Leone, that 
the intentions of Government, and the professions of 
the Institution might be carried into effect ; hut in 
the "Ninth Report," thirteen pages concerning the 
captured Negroes arc introduced, evidently to de- 
preciate my Statement, and to applaud the perpe- 
trators of unexampled viciousness \ a more mischie- 
vous misrepresentation, a more contemptible detrac- 
tion, or more open encouragement given to the 
worthless, never was exhibited under the sanction 
of great character ! Had there been any candour 
in the AfanagerSj would they not have met this 
question fairly ifi the Special Report^ avowedly 
written in refutation of my allegations? 

I had pledged myself to reply to their promised 
" full and detailed Answer" to my Letter, and had 
truth given them any support, would tliey not fear- 
Jesdy> at once have published a vindication of them- 
selves and their proteges ? or if there had been any 
pretension to fair discussion, would not their Ninth 
Report have appeared in its proper time and 
place ? that, however, would not answer their pur- 
pose of proti'acting ddusJOH ; for they knew I 
would have replied on the ijpstant to both. 

The Public are now interested^ and benefit has 
already been bestowed ; no insinuation against the 
truth which I have promulgated shall escape unr^ 
futed. nor a fabricated representation fVom the in- 
terred and inculpated remain unexposed. 
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The improrement which Africa will attain, and 
the advantage which England must receive from a ' 
full disclosure^ shall not be retarded by any dimi- 
nution of my labour. 

In page 50 of the Ninth Report, the Direfitora 
call the attention of the Stibacribers to Sierra Leone, 
and inform them, " that they are enabled from Lt. 
" Colonel Maxwell, Governor of that Colony, (in 
justice to Ministers they might have said late Go- 
vernor,) " and firom other eye-witnesses, to lay more 
" fiiU and authentic Statements before the Oeneml 
" Meeting than it has hitherto been in thdr powftr 
" to communicate. Mnch having been said as to 
" the treatment and disposal of the captured Ne- 
" groes at Sierra Leone, it may be satislactory to 
" the Subscribers to learn that after a minute en- 
" quiry into the subject, it spears to the Direc- 
" tors, that much more has been effected for their 
" benefit in that Colony thafi was even required 
" by the Orders and Regulations given by tht 
" Crown to Uieir Officers for tiie care and treat-* 
" ment of these Captives." 

I object to the witness the Directors produce :' 
Lt. Col. Maxwell is neither competent nor credi- 
table ; being most interested in preventing the truUi 
from being divulged, as he is deeply implicated in 
the dreadfy treatment the captured Negroes havtf 
exp^ienced: highly culpable for having appro- 
priated their labour to his own profit, and chieiy c^- 
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tnin&l in havmg made them subservient to the most 
Ucentious excesses. 

If the Directoi^ will submit the names of th« 
" other eye-witnesses," I will undertake to proTe 
ihaia ]wrtit^G$ erimitiis. The Soard appear, as 
Uttle coBTcrsaDt with the rules of evidence, ai they 
are with the principles ttf law ; but there waa un- 
precedented boldness tn Ininging before (he Public 
the testimony of the very pcraon moat implicated iM 
the iniqu^ui eondvct pursued ; where truth wo«U 
be crimiDation, ii could Bot be elicited! If the 
Dnrectors can excuse theHsehres in fitTCwin^ the 
escape of such petaoni, by the blandishments lavieb' 
ed OIL then in their Reports, the Public cannot. 
It wu Buwt uHwoi-tiiy : ithey ahouhl have ceaaidered 
those poor Negroes were hberated for the King's 
ptetection, accon&ig to law, and en the foith of 
~ tiiifi Naiiea. 

I thali examine the Regdatiou,^ and ataAe die 
eittdnct o£ the oficert to wham, the caqitu^ Ne>- 
groes were consigned; aad the PuhUc will then 
judge " how much more was effected for their bene- 
^ fijt.UniBwaa evea reqiniEcdk." 



EXTRACT FROM THE REGULATIONS OF THE CROWN. 

■ ** The captured Slsre to be considered a» enfiran^ 
'' chised; and condehmafion tv the King only for 
'■ purpose of 'dtresHng and bBning alP ottier pro- 
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•'ptfrty, right, title, or iut«Msf '^vteitcver ; ahd 
" shall in no case be liable to be disposed of^' 
" treated, or dealt with as slaves, by any person o^ 
" persons under the crown, or by force of such con- 
" demnation :" yet captured Negroes cmidemned 
to the King- were disposed of arbitrarily, and treatisd 
and dealt with as Slaves by die Officers of th< 
Crown. 

EXTRACTS FROM ORDERS IR COUNCIL. 

" TheCollectOTor Chief Officer to provide suit' 
" ably for the captured Negroes' sUf^tOft and main <■ 
" tenance;" whereas in Governor Columbine's ad? 
ministration they were neariy starved. 

" The Collector, or Chief Officer, to enter in a 
" book, carefully kept for tlic purpose, an exact list 
*' of Ih^ N^roes, specrfyti^ the time of their deli- 
" very, the ship in which ^ey were seized, the date 
*' of condemnation, in what court, for what causa, 
" and at whose suit, with a descriptionj name, sex, 
'^ Bgc ; if name Bot known, one to be substituted^ 
■** the Nfl^o to be bntracted for Baptism, and wheu 
" baptized, a najoe to be prefixed ; the beig;ht of 
" the party, by a car^uT admeasurement; theAfr^ 
" can mark, if any ; and such peculiarities of fear 
" ture or person, as may distin^ish them, should 
" tliar identity be called ia question .; a true copy 
** s^ned, to be d^vered to the Captor, or Proser 
■" tvk*, or his Agent, to be anneied to the Certir 
** ficalcs km bowitiea." 
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This is one of the Orders of Council, declared 
" to have been found by experience inadequate ■" 
Though a more specific Regulation could not have 
been framed, it was followed sufficiently to obtain 
the Head-money from the Treasury for the captors, 
no further ; let the natimi see the description that 
has been given, the numbers returned, and the dis- 
position made of every individual, as directed ; let 
the Directors prove the Order has been obeyed, 
thenJt will be ascertained what has become of Uie 
liberated Negroes ; let them shew where the Order 
has been " Inadequate to the exigencies of the 
" cases," that will evince how much more has been 
done than was required. 



ANOTHER ORDER. 

" All such as are not for his Majesty's service as 
" soldiers, seamen, or marines, to be apprenticed 
*' in the following manner : — 1st. To prudent and 
" humane masters and mistresses, in the same, or 
'' in other Colomes ; to learn such trade,- hand!- 
" crafts, or employments, as may seem most likely 
" to gain them a livelihood, when their apprentice- 
'*' ships have expired." — This never was complied 
with. 

The Ord» in continuation. " Female Negroes 
" not to be employed in labours of agricultare; to 
" be apprenticed to those of good r^nte and hnma- 
" oity." They vrere employed as slaves in agri- 
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culture, and often apprenticed to the most worth- 



Again. " Tlie masters and mistresses shall co- 
" venant- to provide the apprcDtices with comfort- 
" able food, clothing, and other necessaries, and not 
" to treat them with severity." This was not en- 
forced ; for when I arrived in the Colony, in June 
1811, the apprentices, male and female, were in a 
state of nudity, the Collector (Mr. Macanley) did 
not ' prevent this barbarity. 1 obliged the mas- 
ters and mistresses to provide some covering for tlieir 
Apprentices when they were sent into the street ; 
and I preserved them from continued and severe 
chastisement, by directing criminal prosecutions, 
when such abuses came to my knowledge. Tli6 
officers, faithless to their trust, disregarded the Ne- 
groes' sufferings. 



THE ORDERS DIRECT. 

" To have them instructed in the specified trade 
" or employment, and in the Christian Religion, 
" and to be baptised, and to attend public worship, 
" and to have the apprentice produced for inspec- 
' " tion ; and if these stipulations were not complied 
" with, the term of apprenticeship to cease." Very- 
few of tbem were insthicted in any trade, but none 
in the Christian Religion ; they did not attend pub- 
lic worship, nor were they baptised.' 
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FURTHER DIRECTIONS. 

" The Collector (uinually to transmit to the Sa- 
" cretary of State^ an accurate account, specifying 
" the number, namc«j sexes, and ages received by 
" him, enlisted, apprenticed, or otherwise disposed 
" of; the names, descriptions, and places of qbode 
" of their masters or mistresses, and tiie state and 
" condition of the apprentice." If this has been 
complied with, I make no doubt the Directors will 
obtain the Reports directed to be made every 31it 
of December, to prove they are sot conniving ftt 
the neglect. From those regular return^ we shall 
aKcrtain what has been done with every captured 
Negro annually : then the truth or falsehood of the 
Superintendent's statement of the disposal of all the 
captured Negroes, amounting to 5923, (as given 
by the Institution's Reports), can be accurately 
proved, «r positively denied. This will uphold in 
one instance their own professed determination to 
lay before the Public absolute truth : besides the 
benign Directors have always expressed such fine 
feelings for the po<ff Negroes, and such an arduit 
desire ta have them correctly managed ; and as they 
exultingly tell the Subscribers and the PubUc, that 
" much m»re has been done for them than the 
" Regulations of the Crown requires." They will 
take an early opportunity of specifically statii^ 
how they have been disposed of, the extra advan- 
tages conferred, and when the boon was bestowed. 
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The Report proceeds to observe, how " defective 
" the Relations are, in not providiDg for such u 
" are not enlisted or apprenticed ;" when the Re- 
gulations direct, " that Uicy are all to be enlisted 
" into his M^esty's eervice, or apprenticed in the 
" same, or in some other of his Colonics." I can- 
not perceive where the RegvliitioDs are defective^ 
or where, " b; their silence, they open a wide door 
" to abuse." The Directors have not pointed out 
the deficiencies, though it would have been becom- 
ing, when they attribute inefficiency to the CounciL 
I do believe tfiey will require a very " wide door" 
to be opened^ by which their proteges may escape 
from cenave, ibr the »buH» they have coinnutte4 
■nd Buffitrad to b« committed, by disabeyidg the 
Orders. 

As I have now stated the Regulations, I shaD 
exhibit some of the cwduct pursued by the Officers 
nS the Crown, that it may be compared with their 
Orders ; for which purpose I shall give an extract 
from a Charge laid before the Secretary of State, 
against Mr. Kenneth Macaulay, the Superinteudent 
of the captured Negroes, and the Collector of the 
Customs at Sierra Leone ; and by subjoining a few 
illustrative notes, together with what 1 have before 
ivritten on Uiis subject, the Public will be able fully 
to estimate how " mmh inore has been done fgr 
" the oaptured Negroe*' benefit than was reijuired 
^ by the Crown." 

« Chai^je — ^That the aforesaid Mr. K^ooeth

** Macanlay in his capacity of Saperintendant of 
" the captured N^roes did coerce and chastise 
" the said Negroes most cruelly ; that he allowed 
" thenij at one time, to be almost * starred, and at 
" other times suffered their Hospital to be most 
" ehamefully f neglected ; that he permitted them 
" to stray away from the Colony J, many of them to 
" be kidnapped and inveigled from the Colony, and 
" intrusted them to persons who sold §, or placed 
" them in slavery ; that he - has neglected to make 
" suspected persons, to whom they were intrusted, 

* Capt, Columbine, conviDceil he could not otherwise dispoGe 
of tlie Ferrean Floor * found in the Slave Vessels he hui c^>> 
tuted, induced the SuperintendeDt to purchue it for the Ne- 
groes ; SDd it was served to them for food even when sour, until 
they were dmoat femished ; they were obliged, for the preserva- 
tion of life, to devour morbid oi&ls wherever they c;ouId find 
them, and became so covered with a wretched disease called the 
Cmw-Craws, that existence was protracted misery. 

f The HosfHtal was so shamefully neglected by Surgeon Pur- 
die, that wh«i Governor Maxwell infarmed me he was going to 
appoint him also Secretory to the Colony, I stated his improper 
conduct as Surgeon; in return for which Governor Maxwell 
gave him my letter to sharpen his malignity in their fubricadons 
against me I 

i In Governor Columbine's administration, many captured 
Negroes fled from the Colony, many were taken away, and 
others hid themselves in the mountains; a public whipping Post 
was erected, and many of these unhappy creatures were un- 
merdfully lashed, for merely seeking subsistence in the streett, 

$ Woodbine, the master of * vessel, to whom some were 
Intrusted, having sold them in tie adjacent BiveiS) returned t« 
the CtAoaj and was not punished ! 

' A VM vrtteh<d faad maitfnm Catuda ton, far t\t SUrci. 
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" account fiM* them, or to enforce the penalties 
" against such as had used Uiem ill ; that he hag eren 
" intrusted them to a woman of infiunons character *, 
" who was known to prostitute them in the Colony ; 
" that if he was forced to account for those deliTer- 
*' edto his chai^, (as he is bound to do^) hundreds 
" would be proved missing ; that be not only suf- 
*' fered them to be employed on the GoTemor's 
" houses and forms, but employed numbers himself 
" on his own forms and plantations, while they were 
f maintained at the Kin^s expense ; that he was 
" known to have debauched many of the girls, and 
" to have lived with them in the most proOigate 
" state, and that he bartered the public money with 
" Governor Maxwell for the various thine^ wanted 
" in the captured Negro Department." Was it the 
defective Regulations of the Crown, and the Orden 
of Counefl, tWtproducedall this amiabte conduct? 

Mt- Kenneth Macaulay was in England for two 
months after I had laid this Charge, with others, 
against him ; I presume if it could have been de- 
fended, he and the powerful frienda of his relative 
would have insisted on impartial inquiry, and have 
prevented the stigma ; he was quietly deprived of 
his appointments, but considered by Mr. Z. 
Macauhty as most happily qualified to be his Agent 
9t Siena Leone ; since his return to the Colony, he 

* A WaDum cftUed JoIfiSe Mary, semceable to thoM ia au. 
diority,irHtaSeredtokeep those tmfbrtaoategids, forproati- 
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has again eropt-iDto c^ce, and his AnHAsincoUecfr' 
iag materials for thq benefit of the Institution, are 
fortuneie^ ootUinued. 

Tha Report proceeds. " In Captain Columbine's 
" admiDistration, fifteen hundred captured Negroes 
" were laudfed: one hundred entered his Mojieaty't 
" servicej two hundred left the Colony, and twelve 
" hundred could not be disposed of asa^rentices,- 
" where there were otAy three or four huedrtd aet' 
" Uers." Thus we liave an acknowledgment, that 
near fourteen hundred, aeixed in an administration 
which continued only fourteen months, cannol^be 
accounted for. Kvery person acquainted with 
Africa would adtnov^edge, that a Negro cmM not 
proceed ten mites beyond the Orfony until he would 
Jk caught by the Ntf ives, and thrown into slavery ; 
it is apparent Stom the conduct of the executive ofBr 
cersj that they considered the Negro was not cap- 
tured for emancipation, hut to' plunge torn' into 
worse captivity, and that our Allies' property was 
confiscated^ only togain head-money fFun our Trea- 
sury. Was this done to fiil&l th« intention of thf 
Legi»lature, or did it arise from a defect in tbe !«•- 
^lattons of the Crowoj and Qrders of Gowicil? \t 
could not have been the Governor's &uH, for he was 
.the Manager's friend; nw the Superintendent's 
iieg^ect, for. he was tlie Manager'^ near telatiye! ! . 

.; Capttun Thompson ntanagcd to dijttribat^ the 
■c^ptpred NfgToeB happily, atnd settled them osft- 
fully, why was hia beneficial policy not followed f 
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tn his admtnisfnition, when the Ncgtoei could 
ihA enter into his M^csty'a Mrvioe, nor b* ap- 
prenticed advuitageously, he placed them com- 
fortably on frrnis, And made tiiem Mrviceabtc to 
^ conunaiuty : he did not conceive thia a hettry 
reqmoaibility; he obeyed the direction of the God 
of Israel to the capUvea, " * Buitd ye housei 
" and lire in them, and phint gardens, and eat 
" the frnit at them," he did not find it frustrate 
the intentioni of Parliament, the regulations of 
theCfQwn, or defeat the benevolence of England; 
DOT Was he rebuked for it I7 the Minister, 

. It it amiising; to obeerre the platisibtlity and art^ 
with which the Manager labours to phce his Uttla 
«bjects in a prominent point of view< By mis- 
stating the local circumstances of the Colony, "he i» 
anxious to advance the importance of the captured 
iiegroeK; and then impose on the InstitutiAi, that 
lut partizam had rcndued them pre-eminently valu- 
able by reducing the price of tabonr, and enviably 
happy hy giving tbem &nns of their own. In 
page 53 of the Ninth Rcport> it is stated, that 
f the captared Negro .is considered more valnabfe 
1' than ^e Krooman ;" whereas the Kroomen are 
as wdl-condaclcd, useful, and fragal race of la- 
bouren as Ae Continent of Africa can produce: 
there is a toastaat supply of them ; and Consider' 
ir^ tbe qvantity of work a KFOooian will perform in 
a day, when compared with a captured Negro, hitf 
I^boarbecemes much dieaper. 

• Jer^Duofa; d«p. xsix. r. S, 
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By the Report we are informed, " the settler U 
" indisposed to fanning, but partial to trading with 
" the Natives!" This waa answered in "the Reply." 
The settJer could not be expected to iann, until he. 
obtained a sufficiency of good land, with a secure title, 
from the cultivation of which he could provide a sub- 
iistence for his family : the manager and his friends 
preventedany beneficial attempt at raising provisions 
by the settlers ; then complain, that there is an in- 
adequate supply for the consumption of ' the Cotony, 
after having caused the deficiency themselves, and 
with a view to place the Negro above the settleTj 
the Directors applaud a proficiency in prospective, 
but the commencement of the little that has beeo^ 
cfiected, they suppress, lest the praise should be 
placed where deserved, and detadied from their par- 
tizans. 

Then it ia stated, that the " women who reside 
" with the Negro soldiers, are cleanly, wdl 
" dressed, and surpass the settlers' wives, which 
" shows their proper feelings, and ad^ncement in 
" civilization." It is true, since Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Maxwell turned trader, he has induced the 
black soldiers to purchase some artides of women's 
dress for their temporary ladies, hot still their dresa 
is very inconsiderable; whereas the settlers, their 
wives, and whole fomilies are most respectably 
attired : and if they were indigent and inadequately ' 
clothed, surely blame could not attach to them ; it 
must fall on those, who assiduously kept them poor, 
while they wer? promising to makethem rich. 
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Now the inconsistency of the Report will be 
more ^parent. . 

" The iystem trf' apprenticing the captured cfail> 
" ilr»i was continued till the year 1813;" though 
io two pages before this assertion the Reporter de- 
clares, " that in Captain Columbine's administra- 
" tion," (which was immediately before the time 
here specified) " out of fourteen hundred, two 
" hundred left tlie colony^ and the twelve hundred 
" could not be disposed of amongst ttie settlers." 
Next, with premeditated deception, the Repoil ' 
goes on. " Since that time the boys have settled 
" with their countrymen in the mountains, and. the. 
" girls have been kept at school." 

There is not a semblance of truth in all this. 
For as the men and boys were, by order of Lieut.- 
Col. Maxwell, enlisted in the African Corps, or sent 
to the recruiting party at Bance Island ; the chilr 
dren could not have been settled in the mountains 
by themselves ; and I will undertake to prove, that 
not a captured Negro Girl was kept at school, 
either during or for two years after Captain Colum- 
bine's administration. 

The Report contuiues. " Since 180S between 
" eight and nine hundred have been apprenticed ; 
" the term of apprenticeship of most of the adults 
'* bound in ISlOand 181 1 has expired, they are set- 
" tied in the Colony, and find no difficulty in produc- 
I' ing a comfortable subsistence by their industry."

It ia evident iVom tin magnitttde of the tnicfttttion 
Reports, that the Directors are noC pcnttrioiU in 
publishing useless documents, I wish they would 
casually g:ive any thin^ \iasM Co eladdatc truth : It 
is not probcibte tb*t betfre«n eight and bmt hundred 
were apprenticed confortnable to the Order fit 
Council, where there ar« Only three or four hundred 
6«ttler8. I defy the Directors to produce five in- 
rtancM of captured Negroes whose apprenticeships 
have «tpired, and who are procuring a comfortable 
sotriistence by their fndflstry in the Colony. The 
statements continue as inconsistent as nntrnie. 

" " We- are informed that the captured Negroes 
" suffered at one time great hardship &t Bance 
" Island, but that the Settlers at Sierra lieone are 
" humane^ and treat their apprentices so correctly, 
" that many remain with them after the expiration 
" Of their term ; that the apprentices are well 
" clothed ahd clean, many can read, and tiiose that 
*' have learned trades make considerable proU' 
" ciency ; in gen&ral, they cftan<^ be known eveti 
" from the most decent of the yontig Settlers by 
"any inferiority in dresss ot appeafance; and aft 
" their masters know the advant^^ deriTed from 
" them, and that by ill treatment Ihey would be 
" deprived of them, there appears a fhlr prospect 
" that any InCOnveniencieB yet remaining in theit 
" condition will gradually disappear." 

Captain Hyde, the commAndant at Bancfe Iriahd; 
was a humime, correct^ and active officer, who 
6 
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would not disgrace himself by suffering any human 
being, under his care, to be treated as the Negroes 
were at Sierra Leone ; then, although the Directors 
Ind before described the Settlers " poor, lazy, and 
" scarely able to procure a subsistence for them- 
" selres, they make them now humane, correct, in- 
" sUncting their Apprentices well, keeping them 
" clean^ and as weU dressed as themselves ! having 
" them taught to read, &c. &c. \\" In short, want 
of veracity is the only pointin which the Report is 
consistent, for it depreciates as much below, as it 
exUAa above truth ; it is well known what induced . 
even the general covering of a shirt for the cap- 
tured Negro apprentices, ' as what restrained severe 
coercion ; and I defy the Directors to give a soli- 
tary instance of a captured Negro Boy or Girl in 
Lieutenant-Colonel Maxwell's administration that 
could read or write ; they hare Mr. Sutherkod 
(their school-master) in the Colony, who can ascer- * 
tain the fact : they close their splendid account 
of the treatment of the captured Negroes in Free- 
town, by referring the reader to a Letter in the 
Appendix, from the Chief Surgeon, in testimony of 
the Superintendant's good conduct to them. 

As the Reporter carefully avoids names and dates, 
it is necessary to state that this Surgeon was Mr. 
Robert Purdie, the person whom the Earl of West- 
moreland, in the House of Lords, so happily deno- 
minated " I%e learned Surgeon of Siep-a Leone" 
for he was also Judge, Secretary, &c. &c. of that 
Colony ; of him, there is nothing on record to 
C 
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prove that he admitiiiteTed relief, but BufBcienf to esta- 
blish that, by neglect, he uiduced even death ; nothing 
to satisfy, tbat he extended the arm of the Iaw for 
protection, but snflicient.to demonstrate tbat he c(hi- 
stantly exeroised his ovm arm in inflicting tlie nMst 
arbitrary and cruel chastisement, even on infirm 
nun and pregnant women, vrho dared to approach 
him with an appeal for justice I — I was obliged to 
exhibit most severe chaises to the Secretary of State 
against this Gentleman ; hut 1 will not dwell on the 
Gionnities of a person who is gone to account be- 
Sore the Supreme Judge, in whom I trust (from an- 
bounded lenity) be Qiay &nd salvation, though h« 
cannot supplit»te, 

" iTiat Mercy I to others shew, 
- ■ " That Mercy shew to me." 

tVby did not the sagacious Manager produce 
from Pandora's Box, in Birchin-Iane, the afBdavit 
of RosQ Campbell •, in favwr of his worthy relation f 
li would bave been as dignified and as valid a re- 
commendation as Surgeon Purdie's letter. 

Ninth Report, page 55. " The Directors will 
" now advert to the situation of those captured 
" Negroes who have been placed on farms, and 
" who may be considered as incoiporated into the 

* Rose Campbefl, an atwwdoned (hunken irarntn, who had 
pVoMitUted her thttt dAughtere, wot t^scted m die AioK pMp* 
penoa to be placed immediately over tbe captured NegnwS'; 
and on Mr. Kenneth Macaulay's coating to England, he ob- 
tained a valuable certificate of bis good conduct from this de> , 
serving deputy!! 
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" Settlement. For the two first years after passing 
" the Aboiition Aet, great irregularity seema to 
•' have existed, a laxity of practice whoHy incon- 
" gislentwith wholesome obedience and progressive 
" improvement, was permitted. ^Vhen a better 
" system was afterwards adopted, there was a ne- 
" eessity for more frequent piinishmenU than would 
" otherwise have been required ; stiH it would ap- 
" pear, after the disorders alhided to had been re- 
" pressed, tlie captured Negroes neither committed 
"■ BO many crimes, nor were punished so often as 
*' An equal member of the other classes in the com- 
" murrity : at all times they seem to have enjoyed 
". the same laws, privileges, and protection as the 
" other Cdonists. A, number of these N^roea, 
" hairing been placed in Leicester Mountain by 
" Governor Columbine, were directed to cultivate 
" the land around, and consider it as their own 
" property." 

Here is the continued inconsistency, and the con- 
tinued fallacy, to depreciate merit, and to uphold 
vice. rP bwHigh various Institution Reports, we 
have heard of the good conduct of, and to the Ne- 
groes; now we are told of irregularities in them, and 
laxity of " practice, inconsistent with wholesome 
" ofcedienee and progressive improvement ; but by 
" pHnishment they were repressed." Then we are 
assured they are mach better behaved than the old 
Settlers, and enjoy (iie protection of the law V This 
is to foe explained thus : Captain Thompson' must 
be tntduced. Captain Columbine excused, and'Iiieu- 
c » 
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'tenant-Colonel Maxwell applauded ; but as I am 
pledg;ed to prevent deception as far aB.my infor- 
ination will extend, I shall state the truth, with 
names and dates. 

C^tain Thompson^ on assuming the administra- 
tion of Sierra Leone, in July, 1806, found the cap- 
tured Negroes in irons, was assured they would de- 
stroy the Settlers, and take the Colony ; he instantly 
broke their fetters, gave them muskets and ball car- 
tridges, walked with them to Leicester Mountain, re- 
maioed there until they were eetablished on farms.; 
and having supplied them with food, clothes, tools* 
seeds, and plants, he informed them, that provisionB 
would be allowed by the Crown for one year, after 
which he expected they would completely supply 
themselves by their industry, and no longer continue 
a burden on England. This vras the first effort at 
cultivation, and tlie first attempt ever made to give 
independence to the Settlers, and consequence to 
the Settlement. 

On the 10th of April, 1809, he opened a public 
road from Leicester Mountain to the Hogbnx^, 
laid the foundation-stone for the town of Kingston, 
on that Brook, and encouraged the N^roes who 
cut the road to form a small Hamlet at the foot of 
the Mountain ; so that he established three Settle- 
nicnts almost at the commencement of his adminis- 
tration. He conciliated the Native Powers, even 
to the interior of Africa ; he uiimated the Settlers 
with the energy of British subjects, and elevated a 
tributary Factory into the importance of a Kingly 
.Google 
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GoTernmeot. He is at present engaged in the India 
war ; and if he falls in the field of honors may it 
sooth the last pang of departing life, to know, that 
he has left one friend on his native shore^ who will 
vindicate his merit from detraction^ and his tame 
■from malignity. 

On the lOth of February, 1810, Captain Colam- 
bine commenced his administration. Premedi- 
tatedly avaricious, he disregarded the means of ac- 
cumulation. The Superintendent of captured Ne- 
groes became the abettor of his covctousness, pur- 
chased from his captured slave ships damaged 
Ferrean flour, and caused it to be distributed for 
sustenance to the poor creatures, liberated by the 
law, and promised the King's protection ; the whip- 
ping'post was erected to suppress complaint, while 
lamentation resounded from the shore to the fort !— 
The Victim fled, indifferent whether he was to en- 
counter interminable slavery, or precipitate death ! 
Here is the solution of the fourth item of the Su- 
perintenduit's Report, (published by the Institution) 
"Left the Colony, 419." 

I have now shewn by whom the captured Negroes 
■were orig^inally settled on farms, and stated the real 
conduct of the Governor, whom the Directora pre- 
sume to tell the public, " had first directed the Ne- 
" groes to cultivate the Leicester Mountain, and to 
" consider it their own property, giving them tools, 
" seed, and rations," Ac. &c. and that he only in- 
■flicted punishment ' to cause " wholesome obedi- 
:" ence," and extended " privilege and protection;"' 
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wliile the whippinj^-post was his bar of Jiutice, 
and ttie lasli of his Boatswain administered the 
law! 

. On the 30th of June, 1811, Lieutenant -Colonel 
IVIaxwcIt commenced his administration, llispfia- 
cipal design was to augment the African coq)8 into 
.a nTO«t lacrative battalion, that he might tecuK a 
powcrfal patron in its Colonel, and to affect Kfial 
.ill the King's service, by procuring Recruits (t« the 
.West India regiments ; but all attention to the 
.Negroes* comforts, to their Apprenticeriiip, to their 
cultivating land for themselves, or attaiaiog instruc- 
tien of any sort, was iirelevant to the objects of 
.hie consideration. When the African corps was 
corapleted to eleven Companies, and titc West In- 
-dtan depdt supplied with captured Negroc«, some- 
thing new was to be invented to give him ifcdi re- 
putatiou. Captain Thompson^ plana, u'hich \vtK 
decried, and his Settlements^ vviiich were tenned 
" wild speculations," because he loould n»t aid ^ 
g&aeral ^^em of mhrepresentution, are sow 
esteemed wise improvements, and are asserted to be 
the offspring* of those who did, and do, aid that 
.system. 

The Institution attribute Uie Settlement in Lei- 
cofiter Mountain to Captain Columbine, though it 
.had been established before he arrived in ttic Co- 
lony. To Lientenant-Cc4oael Maxwell they give 
the credit of forming tlK minor Settiemeut in tliat 
^lovutaia, and of the promising Village at 1^

HogbtwA, which Captain Thomp«m had also 
na^ed out. The Cdienda Settlement, which was 
formed by the captured Negroes from Cobenda, 
who fled from oppression, and settled themselves, 
is also attributed to LientenaQt-Colonel Maxwefl. 
Then a rfaapsodjr is introduced into the Repwt, to 
ddude the public : " The Negroes consider it a 
*' peat privilege to hate land of their vwn ;" 
Aoagh all (hey posaenid rriu at the will and plea- 
sure of ibe Governor, for not one of :tfae Negrioei 
ever obtained a regular Grant of Land ! 

Again, the R^ort atates, th^ " they are all r^- 
" gulaiiy united in marriage, and remain perfectly 
" cotistmt." It is trne, there' has been a mock^ 
of the marriage ceremony several times exhibited ; 
it hiis been read in u langn^e not understood, and 
never attended tA, for wives were changed 9$, pletr 
sure, even for a Bupposeddefieiency in co<^ng rice E 
and as many k^t as the soldiefs could procure ttf 
UwM to support. 

The Report proceeds — *' They have additional 
" agricaltoral tools, aH are well dressed, and have 
" money ; have every protection of the law ; apply 
" to the Courts for redress. Governor Maxwell be- 
" gan the system of clothing theni even from the 
" first, in the same manner as the other Colonists, 
" ordering clothea for tkem on hie ovon. responsibi- 
" Uty from England." This is admirable ! as if 
he could not have obtained clothes tor them in 
Sierra Leone, at Mr. Macaulay's shop, or fraii half 
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a dozen other African traders equally respectable, 
who were accustomed to supply the Colonists with 
clothing 1 

To solve this liberal re^onsibUiUf incurred by 
lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, it is necessary to state 
the feet ; he had been taken into the King's serrice, 
from a clerkship in the India House, and, when <^- 
portunity offered, he thought it advisable to employ 
the acquirements of his youth, for the proht of his 
age ; no one understood better the value of clotlies, 
bafts, romals, cheloes, bedjudapants, &c. &c. and 
fie knew how to procure them in the cheapest way ; 
he therefore represented to those in power, the cen- 
surable extortion of the colonial shop-keepers, and 
that he could obtain the necessary clothing from 
England more reasonably than he could purchase 
-tiiem in the Colony ; accordingly he imported such 
articles as would answer for the captured Negroes, 
free of ^uty, and then disposed of them to Govern- 
ment at as high a price as any other trader wouM 
have demanded,' and at a much greater profit lo 
himself; but, he did not do this " from the first ;" 
nor, did he as Governor and Commander in Chief, 
hold the dignified situation of Chief-trader until he 
was a long time in the Colony ; as to the Negroes 
"having " money in their pockets and their mves being 
"clothed," Governor Maxwellsold ladies di>esse8,and 
there must have been money to procure tliem ; that 
they may have . been allowed more rations, more 
tools, more seed, and built houses, I do not doubt, 
for Goyenioi: Maxwell Bold rice, and yams^ and toola^ 
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and nails and pots^ and various articles for house- 
hold use. However to state that, "the captured 
" Negroes supplied the market with provisions, 
" and the town with fuel ; that their houses are as 
" good, themselves and wives as well dressed ; that 
" tiiey drank less spirits, and are better conducted 
" than the Setders," is all not only untrue, but this 
attempt to elevate the Negro and degrade the Set- 
tier, is impoUtie, unjust, ialse and ungrateful. 

As to the captured Neg^ves " feeling their own 
" independence, applying to the Court for redress, 
" and having the privilege and protection of British 
" Law," I never heard of one of those poor crea- 
tures feeling his own " independence," or having 
brou^ an action for redress. Governor Maxwell 
considered the captured Negroes under his authority 
-solely ; he sent diem to prison, and ordered them 
out of prison arbitrarily, and comp^ed them to 
work on his own farms, turned them from their 
Uttle culti\'BtionB, and seized on their improvements 
for his own advantage, as he pleased ; he vras judge 
in all their disputes, and his Secretary,Surgeon Pur- 
die, kepta horse-whip, and with that or his tists, ex- 
ercised manual chastisement, and ordered them to 
gaol or labour at his pleasure ! ! 

From this accurate view of the actual situation of 
the captured Negroes, (every part of which I am at 
all times ready to prove) the public may judge of 
ike l^eral responsibility, the benevolent and disin- 
terested condmt, of those abettors of the old system 
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of genera] misrepresentation, of the unhappy, (^ 
pressed, and unprc^cted state in which the o^tUKd 
Negroes hare been placed, and how muck more 
has been afforded to their comfort than the regula- 
tions of the Crown required ; and also (as the Anti- 
Jacobin Review of Ai^ust, 1815, bddly points out) 
of " the &Ise pretences by which the African Insti- 
" tation seek to accomplish their ends, aqd by 
" which they have already, we lament to say, 
" duped his Majesty's Government, and deceived ft 
" great part of the British community." 

Though I have exposed th«ir unfounded sUte- 
meats, and their fabricated docuraenU ; still they are 
unbliuhingly brought forward again and again with 
Ae same conBdent assertion, and with the sane aUer 
disregard of pfoof!! BatastheRevtewer,juat(^ted. 
reonrks, " The Abolitionists have se long, been ac- 
" customed to have their dicta received as adnitted 
f truths, aod have ultimately succeeded in e&list- 
" iog prejudice so strongly on their side tjbat they 
" have cetwied to think proofti necessary !" — They 
positively act, m if, sanctity <^ chwacter, c«Vld U- 
ceoce &brication '. i 

The Directors of the Institution, publish again, 
quote again, and rest again upon that heterogeneous 
uiiKUuie of Mf . Kenneth - Macaulay's, called a 
" General Statement of the disposal of tbe captured 
" Negroes received into the Ccitsay ^ of Sieira 
." Leone." This Sfaaement is not given <h) oath, but 
represented as banded to Governor IkfazweU, to be 
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banded to the Secretary of Stale, to be huided to 
the Africui IiutituUopj to be banded to the puUic. 
It was first printed in the little Report of the S8lh 
<tf Pel»uary, (made convenient for diBtribution by 
pott) and I iiutaotly exposed it a Pre&ce to the 
3d edititm of my Letter to Mr. Wilberibrce ; yet it 
is now published a^in in the NioUi Report, as if (he 
items of that Statement had been in the slightest de^ 
^ree proved ! The Regulations of the Crown re- 
quire a Report most specific firom the Superintendent 
of captured Ne^oes, on oath> on the 31st of De- 
cMnber in every year ; yet this solUary instance of 
uiy Return, incredible, firom its formation, and of- 
ficially ol^ectioaable from its inamSormity with the 
Ordcf in Cbuacil of Majcb, 18(16, is nvtmade oa 
oath. This fiitvica^e^, delusive and defective Re- 
port from the Superintendant was rendered, fiw the 
purpose of preventing enquiry into abuses, to conceal 
ibe numbor of captured Negroes, who have been 
canried firam the Colony; and plunged into slavery, 
«nd to deceive the nattoa witb an idea that num- 
bers of these poor crefttures are happily placed m 
" Apprentices, safely restored to their aa^e homes, 
" cDmlortab^ independent on fums (rf their own," 
«r " reeeiving their educatioa at scho»l."j 

All this fiibncati«n the Direpton support by declaim 
ia^ " (hey ooatei^late with great sati^action tiie 
** flwufest progrets of these pee^e in civilijEatMB and 
" thearts of«ecial life, 0>«t it could hardly be believed 
" possible, that wretched creatures drawn from the 
." bojdof a SbTe Ship, relieved.from fetters, and the 
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" lowest extremety 0? degradation and misery,8lionld 
" in a few months become so comfortable and use- 
" fnL" How disgraceful and immoral to support 
the most vicious conduct, and unqualified falsehoods, 
by such puerile acquiescence, and declamatory de- 
light ^ Utopian improvements, and ideal happiness^ 
where vrretchedness uniformly pervades ! 

Then to impose on His Majesty's Treasury that 
an immense number of Negroes were supported at 
the expence of the Crown, the Superintendant states 
that " two thousand sereii hundred and fifty seven" 
captured Negroes were in the Colony at one time, 
and the Ninth Report of the Institution declares that 
in' July, 1814, " one thousand Uiree hundred and 
« thirty, " were victualled at the expence of 
England. 

When Captfun Thompson placed the captured 
Negroes on farms, he only allowed them one 
year's provision, after which they were to supply 
themselves, and they proved their industry by con- 
forming to his regulations. During Lieut. -Colonel 
Maxwell's administration the captured Negro-Men 
and grown Boys were placed in the Army and 
Navy ; the Women, who lived with the Soldiers, 
had a ration a day from the Commissary, the old 
Men and some Children were paid for labour on the 
■ Public Works, some few Boys were Apprenticed^ 
and such Girls, Boys, and others, worked for Go- 
vernor Maxwell, and Mr. Kenneth Macaulay as 
they required ; how then, could " 1S30" remain to. 
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be victualled by the Crown in July, 1814 ? Govern- 
ment, I have no doubt, wiU (now the truth is known) 
see the necessity of having the vast expence of thi« 
burthensome Colony carefully examined^ and stop 
the pr(^igate and uselesa expenditure, particularly 
in the captured N^ro Department. 

The Directors proceed in th»r Report : " It 
" seems necessary on the present occaaion to add 
" some information on the condition of the females 
" in particniar : it appears to have been a rule 
" never to have apprenticed any of them in a &- 
*' mily where there was no female, and when they 
" were too numerous, or did not experience proper 
" treatment and instruction from their masters and 
" mistresses, they were sent to school to acquire 
" .^rts which might be useful to them in life. Un- 
" til 1813 the school was but small, after the Congo 
" Girls were brought, it gradually increased ; not- 
" withstanding all these precautions, that some of 
" the females have conducted themselves ill, will 
" not surprise those conversant with human nature, 
^' especially as it exists in Africa." 

First, there was no such rule ever observed; 
Secondly, the femaJe N^roes were made to remain 
with Governor Maxwell, and Superinten^nt Ma< 
caulay, (both Bachelors) in any number desired ! 
Thirdly, they were not sent to School, nor did 
they acquire any knowledge of Arts which could 
be useful to them in life : Fourthly, as mfuiy of 
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the Congo People as eonid g^ away from tb« 
town, fled to the Mountains^ and settled themselves', 
M the natives of Cabenda bad done formerfy : 
Fifthly, the Females did not misconduct thcRneTres 
became d the slate of " HnmaR Natore as it 
" exists in Africa," (for ehastity is as carefnlly 
preserved in Africa as in Europe, it "Is the sole 
narriage-portion throvgbovC most parte of th<e Con- 
tiinent, and serupulossly attended to) ; hut, because 
they were debauched where tfrey onghtto have been 
protected, euIpaMy neglected where they eaght to 
hove been tnitmcted, an^, on their ftnt landing in 
tiwCdony, tbrowB into a Barrack where th^e was 
a prMiiscwras intercourse between tite sexe» day 
and Bigtit!! 1 harve already deelWed in a fbrmer 
PoUication, that " there was nothing too base for 
'' palliati«n, nothing too di^raceftil for defence ; 
" every thing valnable, and every person estimable 
" woidd be sacrificed to the suppwters of a per- 
" ntckns ^tem ;" of this we have now additional 
proof, for the Directors proceed with (heir Re- 
port; " on the whole, it affords the Directors very 
" considerable satiafection to be able to state, that 
"■ much appears to have been done for the pre- 
" sent comfort and fatore proBperily of the cap- 
" tared Negmes in the Colony (^-Sierra Leone, 
"* liiat they have been treated by the Government in 
" u kind and liberal manner, titat thdse appointed 
" to'8iq)eniMend them llave carefnlly watched over 
" tbeir interests, and proteet^d tfeem from in- 
" jwy." 
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Let the penoni interested in the csinse of Africa> 
humanity^ abolition, purity and truth, only consi- 
der the uwwer I have given to the Institution Re- 
port of Febnuury last, the futile eflbits that have 
been made to reftite my original Statement in my 
Letter to Mr. Wilb^orce, the vicions attempts to 
calumniate' fne by Mr. Macauky's Letter^ and by 
the Special Report, the replies I hare gireu to 
them, the expomres Utey have produced, and the 
sacrifice I hare bec<Hne to humanity and truth, and 
they may tken jadge of what affords tAe Directora 
BoUsfaclisHj v>Aat has been done for the csm- 
fort and froaperi^ of the ct^ured Negroes, 
mnd the kind and hberat manner in which tk^ 
have been treatgd hf those appointed to super- 
iMtmtd their mterests, «nd to protect them from 
mjuiy ! » 

The arcanam of the proceedings of the African 
IflBtilutien, muftt be a little disclosed: — I have 
stated already, that the seme dignified personage 
managed the Sierra Leone Company who has di- 
rected the Institution, and that he WBS.also the chief 
compiler of their Reports. He induces the formation 
of the Beard and Cmvtraittee, produces seme plau- 
fiiUy manufectored statement, and it passes to the 
PuMicasanapproT«dRep<^; but at this important 
oisifl (lest the cottection of febricated materials 
freiB Lieutenant-Cokmel Maxwell, Mr. Kenneth 
Maoaukyj aUd Mr. Suiigeen Pordie, ihe trio in 
pari deli€t» might not prove sufficient) the peiBonel 
infwmatiea of lieutenaDt-Ccdond Maxwell, and 
6 
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Ml*. K. Macaukyj as " eye wiineaieM" is caD^ forth. 
Those very persons who had defeated benevolence, 
and Bccnmulated wealth, by the miseries they had 
produced, are now constituted evidence to satisfy 
enquiry, and promote applause to their own profli- 
gacy ! If the Directors could have produced one 
rcRpectable and dUinterested eye-witness for their 
purpose, would they not have given his examina- 
tion and his name P Did they examine the Ma- 
roons, (a deputation from Sierra Leone to complain 
to GoTemment <tf Grovemor Maxwell's public con- 
doet) who were foor months in London? I did 
examine them, and also sent them the Ninth Insti- 
tution Report, and possess their written remarin 
upon the margin of that fallacious compilation. 
The Manager knows many who were " eye-vrit- 
" nesses," that could be brought forward, and 
would prove every Statement I have made. He 
also knows the Colony would bear attestation to the 
truth of every line I have written, else why not 
send a Commission there, to receive open and im- 
partial testimony, that, if possible, my allegations 
might be fairly disproved ? 

Why will certain individuals, belonging, to the 
Society of Quakers, continue their listless credulity ? 
Is there no recollection of Geoi^e Fox, and Wil- 
liam Edmonson remaining ? Has the zeal of Dill- 
wyn, Hoare, Harrison, Lloyd and WoOd quite 
evaporated!* or are the pure principles of tlieir 
sect forgotten, by those who dandle afler tlie great, 
or seek in the clamour of Public Meetings to catch 
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a particle of popularity ? the spell must bood be 
dissolved^ for the light Of truth is now too strong;, 
to be extiDgnished, by the lustre of great names. 

Having gone through the Manager's pernicious 
misrepresentations of the treatment of the captured 
Neg^ves, and shewn " how much mar€^ has been 
effected for their benefit, than was required by the 
orders and regulations given by the Crown, to their 
dficers abroad, for the care of these Captives; I 
shall notice other subjects which have been men- 
tioned coDcemii^ Sierra Leone. 

I vras happy, some time since, to congratulate the 
Institution, that after eight years promise and delu- 
sion concerning schools, and the civilization of 
Africa, by great expontre of Uieir unfulfilled 
professions, they were stimulated to one efibrt, 
and did send out Mr, and Mrs. Sutheiiand to 
superintend the male and female school, but before 
an account of the safe arrival of these persons in 
the Colony, was received, those liberal composers of 
Reports declare to the Public, " that they trust aa 
" vacancies occur, these persons may be put on 
" the Government establishnient for education at 
" Sierra Leone, and thus while they contribute 
" powerfully to extend knowledge and civilization 
" in Afirica, cease to burden the funds of the Insil- 
" tution." We hare here the banning and end* 
ing of the performance of their professions to ex- 
tend knowledge and civilization in Africa, here 
closes their display " about scbods for the Arabic 
D 
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■* and Sdosoo kngbages, their schools, with fimos 
" attached to them, Ac. &c. that when the captured 
" Negroes had iniahed their education under their 
" care, they might carry to their native country, 
" the arts and sciences, and difiiise civilization 
" over that benigfited Continent." Thus we view 
their benevolence, in promise, full and flowing, 
in performance, a drop-like bounty, lingering as it 
faOs, and drying without impression. 

The Directors next inform the Public of their 
sending " a quantify of Vaccine Matter, and 
" strongly Boliciting Lieutenant-Colonel • M'Carty, 
" the acting Governor, to E^rd his influence and 
" protection to this effectual and harmless preven- 
" tive against one of the most virulent diseases 
" incideAt to mankind." Mr. Hamilton and Mr. 
Vanneck took Vacdne Matter to Sierra Leone in 
1808 ; and though this valuable discovery, has been 
nearly ten years in the Colony, and the Settlers, 
And even some of the Kroomen have long since 
been vaccinated, tire Directors discover they ought 
to claim tiie merit of its introduction ! 

Again, they make a display of the avidity, wift 
which they seize, on eveiy circumstance, ttutt can 

* It is amuBiDg to obserre the skill displayed by the Ma- 
nager in designating Governor M'Cartby, acting Govenidr, 
which he never wai, to conceal, the removal of Lieutenant' 
Colonel Maxwell from the Government: but the Report! re- 
gularly confer titles, to which, there is no pretention, and with- 
hold them, where th«re '» legal right. 
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potaibly be \rreated to their own pniae. The Re- 
port statQB, that " the Directors availed themselves 
" of the permUsiofi of the Lords of the Admi- 
" ralty to send the copper coin which has been pra- 
" pared for the use of the Colmy of Sierra Leone, 
" (HI board of his Majesty's ship Ariel, free of 
" expence to the Institution. About 45,000 pieces 
" of cqpper money, stamped with an appropriate 
" device, were sent by this opportunity," 

It becomes necessary to inform the Public of th« 
whole truth of this copper transaction. The Court 
of Vice-Admiralty in August, 1811, finding that tiie 
Slave ships were purchased and tnmed instantly, 
after condemnation, into the Slave Trade again, 
ordered the vessels to be dismantled of ^ article^, 
used for feeding, or coercing Slaves, and con- 
demned them to the Crown. The King's Store 
House became loaded with the c(^per Boilers from 
the Slaves ships ; these were ordered home, con- 
verted into coin, and have now been returned to 
the Colony in a King's ship; thus the Managers 
ostentatiously set this transaction forth, as if they 
w»% making a present of 45,000 pieces ci cma 
to the Colony, and had caused theoriginal condem- 
nation of the copper! their own claim to any 
merit is burlesque — their greediness to arrogate the 
right of others, contemptible. 

The Ninth Report, page 38, declares, " that 
" upon a full consideration of Brodie, Cooke, and 
" Dunbar's case^ a free pardon was granted to 
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" of their guUt, and their consequent liability to 
" ponishment, but becaase tbe offence having 
" been committed oat of the jarisdiction of the' 
" Colony, they hadbeen tried at Sierra, Leone, by 
*• an incompetent tribunal ; the proceedings were 
" therefore held to be corum noH judice, and 
*' therefore void, on this account a pardon was 
" properly granted to them." 

The Law Officers of the Crown did not consider 
the guilt, nor the innocence of those men ; they 
could not consider jf, because the evidence was not 
before them. Why will the Directors so unfedin^y 
and unjustifiably pronounce, that there was no 
doubt of their giiilt ? 

I feel myself called upon, in justice to stale what 
I know of Mr. Brodie ; (of Cooke and Dunbar I 
know nothing.) Mr. Brodte, wilBngly consented to 
come from the Soosoo Nation to Sierra Leone in 
1813, and gave i^ndid testimony on the trial of 
Mr. Samo, when indicted for Slave-trading. As 
Mr. Brodie had not been in the King's Dominions 
from early youth, he took the Oath of Allegiance, 
publicly renounced all connexion with the Stave 
Trade, and faithfully promised on his return to the 
Soosoo Nation, that he would use all his influence to 
induce others to do the same. 

By His Majesty's ship Ariel, in October, 1814, I 
received letters, from very respectable gentlemen 
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at ^m Leone, pf'tag me a detailed accoont of 
Mr. Brodie's trials at which they were present ; and 
Mr. Brodie having addressed a very feeling letter to 
me, from the gaol at Portunoiith, declaring his in- 
nocence and rafieringSj and claiming my protec- 
tion, as Chief Justice ^ the Colony of Siena Leone, 
I prevailed on an intelligent gentleman, (who is 
always active in the cause of humanity) to proceed 
to Portsmouth, minutely examine into Mr. Bro- 
die's case, and relieve his snfieringB if possible; 
this trust he executed with much ability; and 
prepared the Petitions to the Prince R^ent, which 
produced the pardon of Mr, Brodie^ and his fellow- 
Aifferers. 

From the Report of the Evidence sent to me, no- 
thing appeared to shew that Mr ^Brodie had violated 
his promise of renouncing the Slave Trade. 

Surely the IMrectws were not present at the trial 
c^this unfortunate man, nor had they an authentic 
Report of the evidence produced from a compe- 
tent and impartial person : was not their toforma- 
tion derived frmn the author of the depredations, or 
his coadjutors? was not their Report received 
from the Oracle who pronounced the illegal sen- 
tences i had not tiie Directors a superabundance of 
that man's vicious ctunpositions, too disgusting for 
the Manager's malice, and too virulent for his cou- 
lage ? how such truly estimable men can soffer their 
nunes, to sanction such depravity, is astonishing : 
let them only enquire into the conduct exhibited. 
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and the endence produced on tliis trial, and they 
Trill abhor the credulity, that coiild have induced 
them o stigmatize this unhappy man. 

The Morning Chronicle and Times Newspapers 
inform the nation, that Mr. Wilberforce had as- 
serted in the House of Commons, " that the con- 
" viclions of Brodie, Cook, and Dunbar, took piece 
" from a precedent of mine, and that I had pro- 
" nounced sentence of transportation, in a similar 
" case." 

" When the first instance occurred of seizing per- 
sons for Slave Trading (Messrs. Samo and Hickson) 
in Foreign Dominions, and dragging them to Sierra 
Leone, I rebuked the outrage, and refused to ad- 
judge, any punishment, having declared to the Cro- 
vemor, I was not authorised by law to do so : did 
this make a precedent f 

The only instance of ray having pronounced a 
sentence of transportation, comformably to the 51st. 
Geoig« III. c. 33, vroM on a person^ receiving Go- 
vernment pay, as assistant Surgeon to the Recruit- 
ing Party from the West India Regiments, who 
committed the act of selling Slaves in a British Fort 
in our possession, subordinate to, and under the 
command of the Governor of Sierra Leone. 

This case of Slave-trading in our own Territories, 
and within the Jurisdiction of tlie Colony, is with 
the usual adherence tQ truth, publicly declared to- 
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be a " precedent," and a " similar case" to that of 
Brodie, Cooke, and Dunbar, who were illegally 
seized in Fwei^ Dominioni, charged with Slave- 
trading in those territorie*, draped before, and 
sentenced to transportation, by a Court without 
competent Jurisdiction ! ! 

Mr. Wilberforce, in the Report of tlie same de- 
b^e, is made to say, " that Brodie wag found guilty 
" on the clearest evidence, and deserved the se- 
" verest punishment !" How individuals can dis- 
grace themselves, degrade the House of Commons, 
and pervert its privileges, is astonishing ! It never 
could be the intention of those privileges to allow 
Members of the House, with impunity, to tradnce 
prirate character, to attach guilt to an individual 
who was not present to defend himself, had no inti- 
mation of such an attack, and without power of pre- 
venting the calumny, from being dispersed over the 
-world. Is this acting according to the divine pre- 
cept, " do unto others as you would they should do 
" unto you?" But suppose Mr. Brodie a Member 
c^ the House of Commons, and retorting thus : 

" In infancyl was sentto Africa, instructed to con- 
" sider the Stave Trade legaland just, and 1 assisted 
" those whowereembarkedin it; butwhenlatlained 
" manhood, I had scarcely any concern in it, as I 
" never exported Slaves ; and when I was informed 
" the British Legislature had enacted that Slave 
" Trading in their dominions should be felony, I 
" c^sedtohave any concerned with it; though I re- 
" sidedin foreign dominions, I sought a different oc- 
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'' capation,and induced othen to fonow my erample 
' Had I been a Director of a trading company pro- 
' feBsedly for the purpose of diminishing the Slave 
' Trade— had I been a person of an affluent for- 
' tune, and liberal education — had I been a Mem- 
' ber of this Honourable House, and ^rithin and 
' witliout its walls constantly declaiming against 
' this diabolical traffic, while 1 was nurturing it by 
' my agents and store-keepers, supplying Slave 
' Factories and Slave Ships with necessary articles 
' for that trade; I might then have been considered 
' criminal. Had 1 fostered the Slave Trade, and 
' augmented the miseries of Africa, by allowing 
' the agents and servants of that Company to pnr- 
' chase Slaves, and employ them ; \ might indeed 
' have been classed with the vilest of criminals, as 
' the honourable Member has emphatically desig- 
' nated Slave Traders. 

" While I was calling far vengeance against the 
' perpetrators of such acts, had I encouraged this 
' very Trade under the term of ' Bedeeming J^a- 
' lives,' I confess that I should have been criminal, 
' with the addition of such hypocrisy, as though 
' hidden firom the world, I could not have forgiven 
' to myself Had I assisted in inducing the Legis- 
' lature to pass an Act, making it felony to aid or 
' abet the Trade, by agents or factors, after I had 
' continued that moral turpitude, for sixteen years, 
' as the manager of a trading company ; I wou^d 
' not persecute and calumniate the man who ha,d 
' Iteen active to aid tbe enforcement of that vecy 
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" Act ; for t who am thus cruelly branded with in- 
" funy^ went voluntarily to Sierra Leone, gave testi- 
" mony for the Crown against the persons first pro- 
" secnted for Slave Trading, under that Act; swore 
" allegiance to the King, and solemnly renounced the 
" Slave Trade before the Chief Justice of that Colo- 
" ny ; and am now ready to lay my petition to the 
" F^nce Regentj and Uie evidence exhibited on 
" my trial, b^ore this Honourable House, and to 
" prove, that although I was out of the reach of 
" the Slave Felony Act, by residing in fordgn do- 
" minions, yet that I never was engaged in the 
" Trade since I knew of the existence of that 
" Act 

" When an armed force ^m Sierra Leone in- 
" vaded the friendly, independent nation, in which 
" I had lived for years, and seized upon all the pro- 
" perty and natives indiscriminately within their 
" reach, I surrendered myself to the commanding 
" officer; afler which my bouses and plantations 
" were burned ; I was then thrown into irons, and 
" carried to Sierra Leone ; my personal proper^ 
" was there confiscated, and a division made of the 
" spoliation, among the plunderers, without any 
" form of law. Children, not knowing the moral 
" obligation of an oath, not having arrived to years 
" of discretion, were instigated and intimidated to 
" say, they had been my Slaves ; but it never was 
" attempted to be proved, that I had sold them, or 
" thdt they were my property when sold.

*' I was sentenced to fonrteen ;«u* tniuporta- 
" tioit, that I might be removed from every mfuis 
" of redress; but, bapptly arriving in Eingland, 
'* pursuant to the illegal sentence^ nj case was 
. " made known to hie Rc^ral Highness the Prince 
" Regent ; and I was liberated, because I had been 
" illegally condemned. Yet ever since my ansral 
** in this, my native country, renowned fi>r nn- 
" bounded liberality, I have been tradnced by my 
** plunderCTS, pnsecutors, and tbeir friends, by 
" paragraphs in newspapers, by the African Insti- 
" tution ReporU, and by its Directors in the House 
" of Commons; though I have been deprived of 
" every means of support, and in early life am 
" sinking to the grave, from accumulated disease, 
" produced by unprecedented oppression. 

" The idoIatroQs Afrtcanmay inBict death; bnt 
*' Ibis is the rehned cmelty of the Christian civi- 
" \\txx. The punishment adjudged by law is cala- 
" mitoos, bnt the unremitted torture, suffered by the 
*' assassination of character, is insupportable. I 
" declare to my Country, before this House, I am 
*' innocent" 

Thestigma of "guilty" publicly affixed on afellow- 
snbject, as undeserved as unprovoked, by a gentle- 
man who always declares his forbearance, ever pro- 
fesses to be regulated by tlie purest precepts of 
morality, and to be actuated alone by Christian 
charity ; is not to be tolerated. 

Mr. Wiiherforce, in the same debate, is reported 
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to have «ud, " that he courts enquiry." Why not 
demand enquiry ? I have in vain impl(»-ed it for 
two years and a half. Let him now institute strict 
investigationj and I will undertake to prove every 
statement I have made ; only form an impartial tri' 
bunal ; " let not the criminals become judgeSj nor 
*' the male&ctors try themselves." 

- Has jurtice and liberality been dispensed to the 
West-Inda. Planter^ by these professed zeaktts, in 
the cause of universal Abolition ? When the Direc- 
tors of the Sierra Leone Company allowed their 
agents to purchase Slaves under the fiction of 
" redeeming Natives/' did they ever inform the 
planter of this happy distinction? Did they ever 
declare they were going to cultivate all tropical prft< 
dnctions in Sieira Leone by the labour of the pur- 
chased African, and that they had applied to Go* 
vemment, for the management of the West Coast 
from the Gambia to Angola, for the same purpose *? 
Did they invite the planter to participate in the 
advantages of their sophism of " redeeming Na- 
" tives?" No, no; the planters were considered 
sinners; and the CompEuiy's servants were saints! 

Did the Directors ^the African Institution, when 
they found " the greatest part of fourteen hundred 
" Negroes could not be comfortably apprenticed in 
" Sierra Leone," ever apply to the West-India 
Planter to take ^e superabundance as apprentices?

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(for the Order in Canncil directs the captured Xe- 
gro to be apprenticed to humane masters and m'n- 
tresses in the same or other Colonies) was it their Sa- 
maritan benevolence that made them retain the 
Kegro in the Colony, until to relieve himself from 
the miserie» of such freedom, be sought the contin- 
gency of fresh captivity f or Tras it that all hamanity 
centered in Sierra Leone f otberwisej I suppose a 
few humane masters and mistresses could have been 
found, in some of our extensive colonial possessions. 

I will now examine if those conscientious Gentle- 
men act with justice and liberality to the Kinj^s 
Ministers. It is principally to be observed, that Uie 
• vkole tendency of their Nine Annual Reports, and 
two Special ones, is to prove to the world that evoy 
extension of Abolition, every effort at civillzatieo^ 
and every benefit conferred on the captured Ne- 
gro, has arisen from the African Institution ; but 
every blessing that has not been bestowed, and every 
mjHstice that has been practised, should be attri- 
buted to Government. 

The Special Report strongly insinoales, that great 
mischief has arisen from n^lect in not sending .out 
fo Sierra Leone a Commission, under direction of 
the Uth and 12th of WiUiam III. cap. 7. And 
they assert, that I should have taken care that such 
a defect had not existed; as if it had been my duty 
to know what was in the Secretary's Office in the 
Colony ; or as if I had been informed of the Gover- 
nor's intention to seize S^mo and Hickson. I never 
conceived the Governor had an idea of aucb atrociwa 
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Tioleoce, ttntit the men were broQglU before roe, 
and in tbe mort polite, though nuMt forcible terms, 
I pointed out how improperly he had exceeded his 
power, and wrote every thing friendship could dic- 
tate, to dissoade htm from such arbitrary conduct in 
future * ; bat the support of the Institution was to 
protect him in every violation of hw. Justice and 
humanity ! 

The Ninth Report finds fault with the Regula- 
tions and Orders in Council for the treatment of tbe 
captured Negroes. After withholding; from Captain 
Thranpson the merit of commencing cnUivatioB at 
Sierra Leone, and placing the captured Negroes in 
comfort, the Directors try to attribute his salutary 
-plans to Lieutenant-Colonel Maxwell, who had pur- 
cued a system dianielrically opposite ; but perceiving 
Ihey could make no impression as to exculpating 
Lieutenant-Colonel Maxwell, and Mr. K. Macaulay, 
from the charge of criminal conduct to the captured 
Negroes, they insinuate to the Public, with their 
accnatomed propriety, " that from the insufficiency 
" of the Regulations of the Crovm and Orders in 
" Cbuneil, which were made before the Vice-Ad- 
" miialty Court was contemplated, notbtng benefi- 
" cial could have been accomplished," whereas the 
Orders were formed in contemplation of the Court, 
and issued exactly as the Court was established in 
March, 1808 ; nor could there have been better Re- 
gulations and Orders composed at the cmnmeDce-

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oacnt of such ft great untteilBking ; besidesj they 
were always open to be improved and enlarged by 
representations jrom the Govemw. 

Captain Tb<Hiip80n did represent the propri^y of 
placing the captured Negroes on fiurms^ which was 
not objected to by Ministers ; yet now the Institu- 
tion speak of Lieutenant-Colonel Maxwell's hazard- 
ous responsibility, and produce a Return of the cap- 
tured Negroes from Mr. Kenneth Stacaulay per- 
fectly inconsistent with the Return directed by the 
orders of (he Crown. The Return pnbtiAed by 
file Institution is a delusive compound, whereas the 
Return directed is most specific, accounting for 
every captured Ne^o, and ordering each peison to 
be so minutely designated that he mig^ be disco- 
vered any whov, or at any period ; axtA had the 
orders been obeyed, near five hundred captured 
Negroes could not have been again thrown into 
slavery, tux a thousand unaccounted for, vdiich, 
on investigation, vnW be found to be the case ; yet 
the Regulations are depreciated, and s^led " in- 
" adequate to meet the exigencies of the different 
*' cases;" and theSuperintendant aj^lauded, tboogh 
be has completely violated, and never obeyed them. 

I rejoice tliat the Institution have forced Uie Re- 
gulations of the Crown and the Orders in Council 
before the Public ; and it affords me peculiar plea- 
sure to do justice to the early considenriion shewn 
by Ministers to the captured Negroes, and to vindi- 
cate tliis nation from the vilest aspersion, by simply 
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drawing the public atteQti<ni to those admirable 
z^uUtioDs issued by Ch>verament for the treatmeat 
of the emancipated Africans, notwithstaadiog the 
assertion of tiie Directors, " that they are stated by 
" competent Judget from experience to be inade- 
" quate;" but they do not give the Jtames of 
those experienced and contpd^ent Judges, nor the 
cases that could not be relieved. The trath is this ; 
Foreigners, Britons, NaUves, and Settlers, at Sierra 
Leone, all agreed in criminating our Government 
for the conduct pursued to the captured Negroes ; 
and the Chieftains of Africa did not hesitate to de- 
dve, " that King Gecvge only intended by the 
" AboHtion to gain all slaves to himself." Novr 
the Regulations vrill be read, the benevolent mtea- 
Uon of Eng^d, and the salutary directions of the 
Crown, will be manifest to the vrorld, and the object; 
t£ the Executive Officen of Siena Leone must ap- 
pear evidently interested^ and their conduct studi- 
ously perfidious. 

To emburass the Navy, and load the NaUon with 
expence, would not satify the Managers of the In- 
stitution ; hut to exculpate their partizans from the 
most depraved criminahty, they revile as obviously 
" defective" tiie beneBcent and judicious Regula- 
tions of the Crown, at the moment, they are receiving 
from Ministers the most complaisant compliance 
with their wishes. 

The Ninth Report next states the expectation 
that Spain will be restricted in the Slave Trade, the

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■drantages that must be denred feam Prance htaiiig 
confined herself to the South of Cape Formosa, and 
Portagaltothe Soath of the Equator; that America, 
Sweden, Holland, Denmark, and England, had 
abolished the trade ; that Austria, Russia, and 
Prussia, had become interested for Africa ; and that 
the Slave Trade is to be annihilated in eight years 
then tbe Report exultingly proceeds, " The Direc- 
" tors may be allowed to pause for a moment, to in- 
" dulge Uiose feelings of heart-felt exultation which 
" their view of the progress of this great cause can- 
'-' not faU to excite ; — to estimate this properiy, we 
'.' have only to compare the state both of Europe 
" and Africa in respect to the Slave Trade at tfae 
" present moment, and what it was when this Insti- 
" tution commenced its labours," by such display of 
statement and affectation of feeling-, endeavour- 
ing to impress on the Public, that the Institution 
bad effected every benefit that is supposed to have 
been conferred; whereas they have really, caused 
nothinf^ but injury to Africa, cruelty to the cap- 
tured Negro, and protraction to the Slave Trade, 
by officious interference!! 

The United States abolished the Slave Trade 
from their own benevolent abhorrence of it The 
Ministers of the Crown abolished it from all British 
dominions, and, by their influence, have induced 
Sweden, Holland, and Denmaric to follow their 
great example ; but the species of Justice adopted 
by the Directors, will not allow them, to give the 
praise deserved, lest it should detract irom them- 
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jehet ; for tkdr ItfteraJtfy slways iacIieCB (Hem to 
claim tbat merit, to iriiich ttiey hftfe do pr»- 
teRNOn. 

Aet the "Dincton are bo aaxieas to " comp^i 
" the 8tat« of the Steve Trade at the present bk>^ 
" ment, with what it was when the firatitution eoiib- 
" menced its labours," I shall also draw a coeaj^od'- 
ton, and view their proficiency, in iti blo(»n. 

In the year 1807, when the labours (as they are 
leraied) of tte InBtitutioh cotmnenced, the war had 
destroyed the ^ave Trade of Holland, Denmarif, 
Spain, and France. Sweden had a little of the 
trade to one island, uid that little soon expired, from 
her haTing become involTed in the war. Now, in 
opposition to this trade whidi Sweden had, for about 
a year, we must place the great trade of France for 
fonr years (according to the Ninth Report), and m 
all probability, to the end of eight years, for if it 
once commences, ^e will try to continue it, fmr the 
remainder of the term, allowed to Spain and Por- 
tugal. France did very little, by confining' herself 
to the South of Cape FcMinosa, she never had much 
trade to tha North of it ; and on the South side of 
the Cape, commences the Bite of Biaffra, from 
whence the greatest supply of Slaves have been 
drawn. The French have renewed the trade, thou^ 
confined to certain limits ; therefore there must be a, 
considerable increase, compared with the trade ia 
1^. A« to Portugal, she has obtained a 
laj^ sum of money isoai England ; and bw be«ii 
E 
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aWovfti the whole of the West coast of Afcioa, 
South, of the Equator, where she has dominionB; 
but she hBB abjured her stipulation of gradually 
abolishing the Trade, as agreed to by the.'f reaty 
■<tf I8I0. Thus, she can drug, front their .;ia- 
tivc country, as many of those unfortunate Beings 
as she pleases; the idea of a termioatiQi^.to the 
Trade in eight years, will stiii)ulat£,ber4,9,j)i^ue it 
•vriih accelerated activity, and the victini^. jvtfiU be 
augmented, as the limitation grows contracted. 

Every person acquainted with the Portuguese 
Slave Trade in 1807, must ackoowledgcj that it has 
most calamitously increased, and that there is every 
probable reason to suppose it must continue to in- 
crease. Spain \V89 excluded, while engage^ ip tlie 
vrar against Eogktnd ; after which sbe,puraueft it ti- 
roidly,.'a| her Colonies were uneertaMi whether .tl^eir 
own government could, or would, suppoctlit^m ; but 
she is now emboldened to tarry it Qit with -redftubled 
alacrity. When Great Britain nexiKd Spalft . fr^ra 
the subjugatiim of Fcaace, ^.isl«ad qC Cu^oajy, 
nas'iembarked injhe>^ve Tf^Q ^ aj^^ e^ent, 
and she pursued it fearfully ; now tbi^fPp^f^tl&l^te, 
' and every ramiiication of the kingdomi may enter into 
tiie Trade boldly, AeoMety^yftncl. advaiMagaflOsly.—

When France had agreed with England in 1814, 
to assist in aboUshing the Slave Trade universally 
in five years, aa Spain and Portugal were the 
only Powers engaged in it, Univo^ Abolition must 
have been accomplished in 1819; but procrasti- 
nating 'it' to Ae year 1823, by tbe injudicious in- 
terfeveace-'trt Congress, of those popularity specu- 
hXoni, yhji Ae moat calamitpus project ever at-

who can determine on the situation of Public Af- 
^i^j on the expiration of this stipmlated period^ 
whether or not, there would be prudence or certainty 
in cillbr<;ement ; trade, like power, is insatiable ; 
" increase of appetite grows by what it feeds on ;" 
it never will be relinqulebed cheerfully ; most coHi- 
sion ^end it, and war be engendered in Europe to 
ensure the peace of Africa? This indeed must give 
us pause^ for it " makes calamity of 'so long life." 

I confess I never expected a favourable remtl^ 

from the great professions of the Institution, be- 
'caUse, unhappily, the ehief instrument fbr carrying 
them into effect, was iutere&ted in rt^tarding their 
townjtlefiftn.

VcSJUnt of S^el-fa Leone, page 194) : " I have n^ 
•« beard any thing of Mr. Macauhty, except b»

•■When tte conduct of the Sierra Leone Com- 
pany, In nourishing the Slave Trade, and tlie object 
lof the Company, in raising Tropical productions by 
" Redeemed Noiivee," is coitsfdered, no body will 
doubt Mr. Macaulay might have been an useful ser- 
"tant in their employ ; but " when >ve perceived 
■fte Institution bringing forward the same indivi- 
A'o.tA, fot the purpose of accelerating Universal AbO' 
lition, who was interested in preserving, a partial 
continuation of the Slave Trade, the injudicious- 
Bess of the selection, indicated defeat — success must 
have been fortutous — procrastination positive,^- 
This arose from unjastiAable recommendation. 

To those on whom I continue to rely, for the ac- 

comptisbtnent of Universal Alwlition, and' for pro- 
moting the civilization of Africa, I shall make one 
observation, on. each, of these great subjecls. 

Individual nations having abolished the Slave 
Trade, and others having restricted it to piirticular 
JhuIA of the AfVican Coast, confers, little real bd- 
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nefit to Africa, and oflea iDcreases the Afncan's 
niBery. 

I will now go much farther than the Institution, 
and suppose^ by the indefatigaUe exerti<m of th« 
Noble Lord at the head of the Foreign Departmei^, 
that the King of France has been induced to uphold 
Buonaparte's Decree, abolishing (he Slave Trade ; 
and that Spain although ihe refused, near a miUbon 
of pounds, to relinquish the Trade, hai confined 
her subjects to the south of Cape Formosa, still I 
will undertake to affirni, that the Trade will be 
increased, and the Slaves' wr^hedness augmented, 
in the year 1816 beyond any former period. 

I have had before me, in Sierra Leone, Na- 
tives of every quarter of Africa, even from Mo- 
zambique in the South-East I have had the clearest 
proof, of some captured Negroes, having been dri- 
ven, for six, eight, and ten " moons" badiward and 
forvrard, over hills, over dales, through rivers and 
marshes, the Mountain of Atlas was not a barrier, 
nor the Desert a terror to the merciless driver ; if 
there are Slave-Markets at Benguila, Loanda, Am- 
bres, Cabenda, Calabar, Bonny, Rumbe, Cajne- 
roons, &c. &c. they will be supplied from every ex- 
tremity of the African Continent. The Dealers in 
horses, oxen, and sheep vrill consider the distance, 
they can drive the animals, their health and condi- 
tion, bot the pitiless Driver of human Beings ddes 
not! he knows his life would be the forfeit,, of bis 
returning without the loxuiy his chief required ; his 
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fellow-cfeatares are to be bartered^' ^viJ AUAbe 
driren until the object is attained, by iiDdi|i|f a 
maricet ,- if many perish on the jonnieyj the sur- 
vmng fiew will bea>nie more valuable, he complies 
with his orden, regardless of the means, and liar>; 
dened'to die mode!! 

I write not from interested motives, nor from 
fabricated docaments, bat for the caose of hnma- 
nitj, from what i hare known ; 

" Quceque ipw miierrima vidL" 

This detertaUe tnde. is like a disease in the hn- 
man frame, wtme tampering only increases the 
malady ; it must be eradicated. — The law of nature 
' and .Mitiotis has incontrovertibly established the 
iUegitknacy of tlie trade, and the solemn obli^tioo 
b^ which, tbe Eim|>ean Powosare impelled to its 
Bonibyationy must ensure soccess: but delay, con- 
tia^ oalandty, whHe vrt profess commiseration. 

By Commerce, civilization has always been 
1 chiefly «fiected ; let us aiTord every stimulus to ex- 
ip(»l9>'to ttie Coast of Africa, saffier no nation to 
•bne any adrant*^ over' oar mvn merchant, ^re 
/ewryoncooitil^nicnt to importation, by lessening 
' 'doCite <in African produce, the chieis will then find 
produce a mors lucrative barter than Slaves ; let an 
•tannua[|iretentfrom Great Britain animate them to 
iti^limaU -vpHMierce : Hiis will conciliate ; this 
•iirM leiull totUit establishing of schools oh the Coast, 
tindas the rising generation shall become iastraittcd, 
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ndiinoir, moralityj m^icaltare, tml geotun&l iiih'' 
^'oremeBt will overspread tbat Conbiaent ; then w« 
stiofl no lon|;er be viewed with on eye of lUsfucioB. 
iMt introdaced into the interior, by tfae hand «f 
fnendiihip. 

His Majesty's Ministers have the accomplish- 
ment of this glraioualy benevolent work witbin 
their reach, and to them only Can-the Nation look 
for its completion ; lon^ practiced- delusion will be 
iquiclcly ended ; the popularity project will subside, 
and praise will be bestowed not for profeEsions, 
but foi- actions *. 

* Siacs wrifiDg the abort, i perceive by th« additim^ 
4rLJi:le to the Treaty with France^ signed on the 20th instant, 
thai the Slave Trade is conipletdy Abolished by that Great 
ft)wer. May the blessing of intcrnat tranquillity be her re- 
iranl!! 

. Great Briisin and FniocB lw*e also *■ agreed to aaatett 
" meMiures, viitiaMt iott of time, Soi the entire and definitivf 
" Abolition of a cotnnierce, to odious and so ttronglif condemned 
f by the lutE! qf religion aitd nature." A trade confessed to be 
Jmrsued, in violati&n of the Law of God, of Nature and of 
Stations, must be illegitimate, and to allov ks cootinttotion, 
fUinuaal. Tlie MonarnhB of tbe civilized world, ara boifsd t* 
fiXten) dviliiation, and to stifibi baibari^oa to be protractedt ■• 
a dereliction of their public duty. How delightful to have 
ttiose principles, which I' have long since promulgated, coo;

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The Resohition proceeds, " the Cofohy of Sicns 
" Leone, whence European knowled^e^ the blcs- 
" aings of order, and the arts of peace, hav6 be-

" ing countries, will be deprived of its beneficial 
" influence, and even be exposed to imminent <bn-

arts of peace; -and I ^udl now meflie it evident, 
that the imninent danger and rtttn to which that 
JCoIony and the neighbouring "Country haa bden 
exposed, Bwl is Qow exposed, has arisen from^the 
kie Siaraliaone Company and their Servants, And 
torn the Instithtiort and its Proteges. ' -- 

The iwmivection oS the Settlers; aod.thb two 
native ways whicfa followed, arose feoio .d^failhkss 
■ conduct of the Company's servants to the Settlers, 
and their treacherous practices to the Natives. While 
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Mr. John CIufcMHi Kinaiaed, peace Tended there, 
and prosperity was pn^ressive ; wHh Mckfs. Dawes 
and Macaulay discord rommencedj and vice then en- 
gendered, has be«i extensively diffused ever since; 
had not the Maroons arrived in the harbour at the 
momeot of attack, and had they not afterwards 
settled in Freetown, the C(dony would have been 
carried, by the natives with some iosm^ents, and 
inevitable destmctionj must have followed. 

Let us look to the state of the Cdony, at the time 
this RetoluUon was moved (June^ 1814.) The 
Abutxms had been driven firom the Colony by Go- 
vernor Maxwell, returned discontented^ and sent a 
4eputati<Hi to England for redress^ or to be removed 
from the Cok}nyi after a settlement of thirteen years. 
The inhabitants (who bad before experienced two 
native wars) were so alarmed from continaal reports 
ni a determination of the neighbouring Chiefs, to 
attack the Colony with the combined power of the 
Cassos, Sherborough and Rocan People, (m account 
of the outrageous invasion of their tenitory by 
•rder of the Governor of Sierra Leone, that 
they petitioned the Acting Governor, (hat ft 
Patrcd of the Settlers mi^t be establiAed for 
defence, and that the bladt Compmiies oS the 
African Corps might b^ disarmed at ni^t, u tiiey 
had been credibly assured, that the Natives were 
to be joined by the captured Negroes in the Corps 
and in the Colony. Let the read» only compare 
Ibis representation from the inhabitants, vrith the

; The IlnfiabitanM afitenrards petitionecl the Secre* 
tery of State; and as there is no doubt it waft

Maxwell'had inceneedthe Native Powere and irri- 
tated the Settlers, and how injuriously the approba<- 
tioD and support he has received from the Institution 
Irill operate. 

• When the cap of fehlerness was full, these wise 
lind liberal compilers of Reports, must add the most 
|>DisonouB drop to make it overflow ; depreciating the 
Settlers, and pemiciourfy exaking the captured Ne- 
^gp*oes above them, was the ingredient of irritation, 
'CTCD to madness ! 

T^e SettJers have been most injudfciously antf 
vnjastifiably slandered ; but from the ecconnts I 
iMive received of the correctness and urbanity Of 
Governor M'Carty's conduct, I hope the evil conse^ 
quencesj that might be expected, wffl be prevented"; 
BOW, it is evidently not from the French Sla*e 
TVa^, that the Colony is exposed, to danger and 
min, but from the partizans of the Institution, from 
tbe support given to them and their measures, and 
from the mischievous misrepresentation promulgated 
by the Reports of tlrat Society. liCt' any t>er9eh 
enly consider the absurdity ■and ««>nsistencjr-^f 
these Reports- they first make Sierra Leone th^ 
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i«&t cf hifofrled|^ ftnd the socul veto, ttod th*<: 
SeM^w moBt bttibane, Ac. ; then, by superBatHr^t 
agency, " the wr^ched Negro, loosed fronr (ett^n,, 
" dragged from the hold of a slave-ship, and only a 
*' few months in the Colony," surpasses them in 
every respect;. I suppose it must fee reconciTed in 
this way ; it is said, that certain places have, been 
ironderfiilly favoured by the protection of one par- 
tibafeur Saint, bvt when we reflecfc that Sterrfc ledbe. 
is watched itVer by the wkoU body vf m^dthsi 
Samta, we should aot bcast&nii^ed, that she bas-be-- 
cone mincnkHut!! 

VThile the Director* o# Ae Initittition are pottiog- 
lo indn^ their fine feelings, the mevn&ers of tho' 
institulAon itate^ " that -the exertions which Ibft

'* expeAte, taMwJthstandirig the greatest ecdiiotay, 
* tuikt Aiads-are reda«ed (at alt times inadeqvote ti» 
" its great and numerous objects) that tbey. stsaid
